WASHINGTON, Aug. 11.—Tte Inter- 
state Couimmerce Commission today gave 
its decision in the western freight rate 
case, allowing advances in bituminous 
coal, coke, fruit and vegetables and de- 
nying increases in grain, livestock. pack- 
ing house products, fertilizers and 
broom corn. 

The decision alllows sme of the in- 
creases asked and denies almost an 
equal number. 

Chiefly Affects Southwest, 

The decision affects freight rates, 
mainly west of the Mississippi, and in 
the Southwest. It afrects, indirectly, 
every raiiroad in the United States, and 


the commission today served notice of 
its action upon 2300 great and small 
lines. The decision denies all the more 
important increases. The advances 
granted are, in the viewpoint of the 
commission, of relatively little signifi- 
„The commission itself has no officia! 
estimate of the amount of the increases 
in dollars and cents. From various - 
timates Of record, however, made by 
witnesses for both sides and based upon 
the higher figures where the estimates 
agreed, the following table announced 
th Mision indicates roughly the 
abh increase in the railroad revenues 
dad increases 1 5 allowed to go 
into effect:

With Criminal Carelessness. 


“SHIP WAS OVERLOADED” 


Grand Jury Recommends That 
Inspection Service Be Put 
Under Navy Department. 


By Associated Press, 

CHICAGO, Aug. 11.—Indictments 
charging manslaughter ana criminal 
carelessness. were returned before Judge 
Kersten in the Criminal Court today in 
connection with the Eastland disaster. 

The Captain and engineer and four 
officers of the St. Joseph-Chicago 
Steamship Co., owners of the boat, are 
named as follows: 

George T. Arnold, Chicago, president 
of the company. 

William P. Hull, 
general manager. 

W. S. Steel, secretary treasurer. 

R. W. Davis, assietant secretary 
treasurer. 

Harry Pederson, captain of Eastland. 

Joseph M. Erickson, er gineer. 

Bonds were fixed at 8%, 000 each for 
the company officials and $10,000 each for 
Pederson and Erickson. The two last 
named are charged with criminal care- 
lessness and the officials with man- 
slaughter. 

Separate bills were returned against 
the captain and the engineer while the 
four officials were named in a joint in- 
dictment. 

Charges in Indictments. 

The indictments charge that the de- 
fendants xnew of the Eastland’s al- 
jleged unseaworthiness, that she was be- 
ing overloaded on the morning of July 
24 and that they took no measures to 
prevent such a disaster as occurred. 

The report of the grand jury finds 
that the disaster was caused by “insta- 
bility under conditions of loading and 
States that the instability was due io 
‘fone of the main causes or any two or 
all of them,“ as follows: 

The overloading of the vessel with 
passengers. 

The mishandling of water ballast. 

The construction cf the vessel. 

The jury recommends that expert Fed- 
cral at proval hereafter be requited for 
the construction of steam vessels, and 
constant inspection and supervision 
when in service and holds that water 
ballast shall be allowed only as supple- 
mentary to a more stable ballast and 
used only for trimming purposes. 

Reorganization of Service. 

We recommend,” the report goes on, 
“that the steamboat inspection service 
be reorganized in a manner to make all 
branches co-ordinate and thus eliminate 
the confusion caused by the statutes 
dealing special powers and authority to 
subordinate branches. Such service 
should be provided with technically ex- 
perienced inspectors, all under proper, 
systematic control.“ 

It is further recommended that the 
inspection service be removed from con- 
trol of the Department of Commerce to 
the Navy Department and that Illinois 
representatives in Congress endeavor to 
obtain legislation to this end.

WIDOWS SUIT FOR |ROCKEFELLER HAS 


200,000 IS FILED 
AGAINST LUYTIES 


Mrs. Kathleen E. Gowdy Charges 
Head of Sanitol Co. With 
Breach of Promise. 


Mrs. Kathleen E. Gowdy, a widow, to- 
day filed a $250,000 breach-of-promise suit 
in the Circuit Court against Herman C 
G. Luyties of 38 Portland place, presi- 
dent of the Sanitol Chemical Laboratory 
Co., who achieved notoriety in 1907 when 
he traveled about the country with Mrs 
Emma Traunmiller, wife of J, J. Traun- 


miller, a St. Louis brewer. 

This escapade was followed by the di- 
vorcing of the Traunmillers and an 
estrangement between Luyties and his 
wife, which finally led to Mrs. Luyties 
obtaining a divorce. 

In her petition Mrs. Gowdy alleges 
that Luyties brought her to St. Louis 
from California and installed her as 
mistress of his Portland place home 
after promising to marry her. 

Says He Proposed Feb. 28. 

Mrs. Gowdy alleges that Luyties pro- 
posed marriage to her when she lived 
in California, Feb. 28 last, and that a 
short time later she accepted his invi- 
tation to come to St. Louis. Since then, 
antil recently, she says, she has lived 
at Luyties’ Portland place home, having 
accepted his invitation to go there be- 
cause she relied on his promise to marry 
her. 

In her petition Mrs. Gowdy alleges 
that, since going to his home to live, she 
repeatedly has endeavored to induce 
Luyties to keep his promise, but he has 
refused to do so. 

The suit was prepared for Mrs. Gow- 
dy by Attorney C. M. Hay. Before fil- 
ing it Hay submitted the allegations 
to the United States District Attorney's 
office for investigation as to whether 
there would be grounds for issuing a 
warrant charging violation of the Mann 
act, as it is alleged that the woman 
came to St. Louis from California on 
Luyties’ invitation and with his knowl- 
edge and connivance. 

Outcome of Civil Suit Awaited. 

At the District Attorney’s office it 
was said an investigation would be 
made, but that there would be no im- 
mediate action pending the outcome of 
the civil suit. 

Attorney Hay said Mrs. Gowdy’s 
home originally was in Illinois, but 
that she was living with a sister near 
Los Angeles when she first met Luy- 
ties. She is 29 years old and is de- 
scribed as handsome. Hay said she was 
in St. Louis, and no longer living at 
the Luyties home. He would not reveal 
her present address. 

At the Luyties home today a man who 
said he was a caretaker was the only 
person who could be seen by a reporter. 
He said Luyties had been out of town 
for some time, and he did not know 
his whereabouts. The caretaker said 
he knew nothing about the family’s do- 
mestic affairs or about Mrs. Gowdy. 

Herbert N. Arnstein of the law firm of 
Arnstein & Arnstein, which has repre- 
sented Luyties in legal affairs, told a 
reporter today that he knew nothing 
about the breach of promise matter. 

Layties on Pacific Coast. 
At the office of the Sanitol company it 


J was said that Luyties was traveling on 


the Pacific Coast, where he has been 
two months, and was expected to return 
home in 10 days. 

Luyties’ former wife, Mae C. Luyties, 
obtained a divorce early in 1912. She al- 
leged that Luyties had been friendly 
with other women and had entertained 
women at thels summer home at Ken- 
wood Springs, St. Louls County, while 
she was absent. The Court awarded 
to Mrs. Luyties property valued at 
$25,000, a paid-up insurance policy for 
$50,000 and $6300 a year alimony. 

While Mrs. Traunmiller was with 
Luyties her husband's mind failed 
and he was taken to a sanitarium. His 
friends said his decline was due to his 
family troubles. Mra. Traunmiller ob- 
tained a divorce at Rolla, Mo., Novem- 
ber, 1907. Traunmiller has since died.

10 GLEVELAND 


Coffin Secretly Removed From 
Sleep Hollow Vault to the 
Lakeview Cemetery. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 11.—Taken through 
a driving hailstorm from the vault at 
Sleepy Hollow, Tarrytown, in which it 
had rested since March 15, the body of 
Mrs. John D. Rockefeller was buried 
yesterday in Lakeview Cemetery, Cleve- 
land. Such.secrecy marked the removal 
that only with the arrival of tne coffin 
at Cleveland did the plan of the family 
become known. 

It had been Rockefeller’s purpose 
from the time of his wife's death, 
March 12, to lay her to rest in Cleve- 
land, her girlhood home. The contro: 
versy over his taxes, which threatene? 
to keep him away from that city, and 
the fear that a demonstration might 
mark the coming of the body. led, how- 
ever, to a delay of four and one-half 
months. Meantime Rockefeller had gone 
to Cleveland for the summer, and when 
attention came to be distracted from 
him he set about fulfilling. his plan. 

Tried Out the Roads. 

Monday morning word was sent to 
Charles Vanderbilt, a Tarrytown un- 
dertaker, to prepare for the shipment 
of the body that evening. He got the 
permit for the removal, then tried out 
the roads that would have to be trav- 
eled from the old Dutch church at 
Sleepy Hollow to Harmon, where the 
Rockefellers board New York Central 
express trains when they halt to change 
from electric to steam power. 

The State road from Sleepy Hollow to 
Harmon is being rebuilt, and a four- 
mile detour is necessary. Vanderbilt 
covered the ioute before noon, and at 
3 o’ciock the L-mile drive with the body 
was begun. Frederick Briggs, superin- 
tendent of thc Rockefeller estate at 
Pocantico Hills, was present when the 
coffir was taken from the green granite 
vaulc on the John D. Archbold plot. 
The only others there were the guards 
on duty, the undertaker and his men. 

No cne attended the body on its jour- 
ney. Vanderbilt sat beside the driver on 
the hearse, but no one else took part in 
the enterprise. Saon after the trip was 
startec a violent storm broke over the 
river hills, and soon hail was driving 
in a way that made the most careful 
handling wf the horses the price of 
safety. For an hour the storm con- 
tinued, and rot until the journey was 
near a close did it cease. 

Placed Aboard Baggage Car. 

The. coffin was placed aboard a bag- 
gage car of the Lake Shore Limited, 
which leaves the Grand Central Termi- 
nal at 5:38 o’clock, and reaches Harmon 
soon after 6. There was nothing about 
a rough box to irdicate its unusual char- 
acter and thos< about the station got no 
inkling of the fact that an event the

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BRITISH BATTLESHIP 


BRINGS 19,034,200 
IN GOLD FOR U. 3. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 11.—One million 
fifty thousand ounces of United Stater 
gold coin, valued at $19,534,200, consigned 
in England to J. P. Morgan & Co. and 
brought across the Atlantic by a Brit- 
ish warship, reached the end of its 
long voyage today at the United States 
Subtreasury here after it had been car- 
ried in 2% motor trucks three miles 


through the streets under heavy police 
guard. 

The utmost secrecy marked the ship- 
ment of the gold from England to Hal- 
ifax, its arrival there and shipment by 
rail to New York. Other than admit- 
ting that the shipment was made in 
their favor, the Morgan firm made no 
announcement concerning the gold un- 
til after it had been locked up in the 
subtreasury. 

American Securities. 

The Morgan firm declined, however, to 
make any statement regarding the value 
or character of securities which ac- 
companied the gold. It was rumored in 
Wall street that the gold and securities 
totaled between $30,000,000 and $50,000,000. 
It was generally stated that the securi- 
ties were chiefly American railroud 
bonds and preferred shares of Americaa 
railroad stocks. 

A heavy guard of uniformed police 
met the special train which carried the 
gold and securities from Halifax. 


PAYING TELLER OF 
IOWA BANK ADMITS 
HE STOLE $20,070

CEDAR RAPIDS, Io., Aug. 11.—Leo L. 
Perrin, paying teller in the Cedar Rap- 
ids National Bank, which was robbed 
of $20,070 on Aug. 4, confessed today that 
his story of an armed bandit entering 
the bank and forcing him to open the 
vault was a fabrication, and that he 
himself committed the theft. It is ru- 
mored that hé implicated a banker in 
a small Iowa town. 

Of the amount taken, $10,000 has been 
returned to the bank by Perrin, $8000 of 
the amount having been found sewed 
in a sofa pillow at the home of Perrin's 
mother and $2000 being turned over by 
an attorney to whom Perrin had given 
it as a retainer. The remaining $10,000 
had been used by Perrin in settling a 
portion of the debts he had contracted 
through real estate and mining specula- 
tions. 

Perrin had purchased land in Minne- 
sota and the Isle of Pines, and stock in 
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men.

Enver Pasha had just had a confer- 
ence with his chief of staff at which 
the final reports from the Gallipoli Pen- 
insula operations were discussed. The 
War Minister seemed in the best of spir- 
its, as he had just received news that 
a Turkish aeroplane had destroyed a 
submarine of the allies at Bulair. Re- 
viewing the events at Seddul Bahr in 
the last two days, he said: 

“The allies experienced hard resistance 
in their attempts to force the Turkish 
positions at Seddul Bahr. Two regi- 
ments attacking our center there were 
annihilated, with the exception of about 
60 men, who were captured. 

“The allies made three attacks be 
tween our center and left wing with 
heavy losses. These were followed by 
counter-attacks by the Turks, who are 
still in possession of one allied trench. 
“Attacks on our right wing were 
equally futile. About 2000 dead Englieh 
lie outside our trenches there.

GERMANS OCCUPY 
FORTRESS EAST OF 
NOVOGEORGIEVSK 


Strong Advances by Russians in 
the North Repulsed; Musco- 


vites Retreat South of Lomza. 
BERLIN, via London, Aug. 11.—The 
German War Office announced today 
The occupation of the fortress of Ben- 
jaminow, which lies to the east of 
Novogeorgievsk, the Russian stronghold 
on the Vistula northwest of Warsaw. 

The statement says: 

“The army group. under Field Mar- 
shal von Hindenburg easily repulsed 
strong advances made by the Russians 
during the last few days along the 
Riga-Mitau road. An attack by strong 
Russian forces from Kovno falled. The 
number of Russians taken prisoners 
there since Aug. 8 has been increased to 
2116 and of machine guns to 18. 

“Bast of..Lomza our troops are ad 
vancing in the direction of the Bobr- 
Narew line. The enemy still holds tha 
bridgehead at Wiznia. South of Lomza 
the entire Russian line is retreating. 
The strongly fortified section of the 
Caerwony-Brok position could not be 
held by the enemy. Our pursuing troops 
crossed the Caerwony-Brok position and 
are advancing to the east thereof. The 
railway junction southeast of Ostrow 
Was captured. 

“East of Novogeorgievsk the fortress 
of Benjaminow, which was evacuated 
by the enemy, was occupied. Bombs 
were dropped by our airships on the 
fortresses of Novogeorgievsk and Brest- 
Litovs<. 

“The army group of Prince Leopold 
of Bavaria, during a sharp pursuit on 
the left wing of the allied troops, 
reached the region of Kaluszyn. On the 
right wing the army of Gen. von Wo- 
rysch took by storm early this morning 
rear guard positions on both sides of 
the Dianka west of Lukow. More than 
1000 prisoners were taken. 

“The army group of Field Marshal 
von Mackensen is engaged in making 
attacks on enemy positions behind the 
sectors of Bystrca, southwest of Rad- 
zyn; Tismenitza, west of Karczew, and 
on the Ostrow-Uchruck line.” 


Russian Statement Describes Attack 
of Germans on Kons. 
PETROGRAD, Aug. 11.—The following 
official review has been issued follow- 
ing the receipt of details concerning the 
assault on Kovno, which the Germans 

undertook Sunday: 

“The enemy began an attack on the 
front of our works from the village of 
Piple to the Elisenthal front on the 
River Iessia. With siege artillery they 
began a bombardment at midnight, uti- 
lizing guns up to 16 inches. The hur- 
ricane of fire lasted not less than two 
hours and our batteries answered ener- 
getically. 

“About 3 o'clock in the morning the 
assaulting columns, in close formation, 
marched against our positions. By a 
concentrated fire, the explosion of mines 
and gallant counter-attacks by our 
troops, the enemy was thrown back 
slong the whole of the front. The weak- 
ened Germans, who suffered enormous 
losses, were hurled back into the neign- 
boring ravines, where they apparently 
began to prepare a fresh assault. 

“Sunday noon the enemy’s fire in- 
creased with terrible intensity, but this 
protracted and destructive hurricane 
from most powerful guns failed to 
shake our troops, who firmly withstood 
the hail of projectiles showering upon 
them. Our artillery gave valiant sup- 


“This incessant cannonade lasted all 
day. At nightfall the enemy columns, 
which had been continuously massing 
in front of our positions, again rushed 
to the assault, the attacks lasting two 
hours, and succeeded in taking part of 
our trenches on the lines of the ad- 
vanced os ae which his fire had

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the buildings on the eastern bank of 
the river were still occupied by Rus- 
sians, who, from the shelter of the 
houses, could offer strong resistance 
to the passage of the waterway. 

The Russians and Germans had main- 
tained a vigorous fire across the Vistu- 
la during Saturday. Throughout the 
day bullets whistled through the streets 
leading to the water front of the Polish 
capital. Nevertheless, the Germans 
calmly worked their way down to the 
quay and occupied in force houses and 
gardens commanding the spot selected 
for the crossing. 

This spot was just down the stream 
from the railroad bridge. Pontoons 
were brought up under cover of dark- 
ness, and the crossing of the river was 
begun et daybreak. As soon as the 
Russians perceived this movement thev 
hastily evacuated their positions and 
abandoned the entire suburb of Praga, 
firing the main railroad station and 
houses and burning their supplies before 
departing. 

About 15 civilians were killed and 200 
wounded in the street fighting, many of 
them in the Jewish quarter. One shrap- 
ne] shell exploded over a street car.

Germans Lost Only Two Mine Sweep- 
ers in Riga Operations. 
AMSTERDAM, Aug. 11.—Replying to 
the Russian report of:a naval attack 
against the Gulf of Riga by a German 
fleet of great strength, a semi-official 
statement issued in Berlin states that 
no great action was undertaken, but 
that German warships merely were rec- 
onnoitering to determine the position of 
Russian mines. It is asserted that two 
small mine sweepers were the only ves- 

sels lost. 


Eight Persons Killed in Air Raid in 
Rhennish Bavaria. 
BEXLIN, via London, Aug. ll, 8:4 p. 
m.—An official communication  igsiiéd 
here, tells of an allied air raid Mon- 
day over Zweibruecken and Sankt Ing- 
bert, Rhenish Bavaria, about 55 miles 
northeast of the French frontier. Eight 
persons were killed and two wounded 
in the latter town. The communication 

says: * 

Monday forenoon from six to eight 
enemy aeroplanes attacked Zweibrueck- 
en and Sankt Ingbert, which are outside 
the military district. From 15 to 2 
bombs were dropped on Zweibruecken, 
causing only unimportant material dam- 
age. At Sankt Ingbert eight persons 
were killed and two wounded.“ 
PARIS, Aug. 11.—The official commu- 
nication issued last night, says: “Four 
o fthe aeroplanes which took part in 
the bombardment of Saarbruecken (near 
Zweibruecken), failed to come back to 
our lines. One of them is said to have 
landed in Switzerland, near Payerne, in 
the district of Vaud.“ 


Zeppelin Appears Over Dvinsk, 110 
Miles Southeast of Riga. 
LONDON, Aug. 11.— The German 
attack on the fortress of Kovno has 
been pressed closely. Reuter's corre- 
spondent at Petrograd points out 
that the village of Piple, on which 
the Germans have retained their hold, 
notwithstanding the fierce counter 
attacks of the Russians, is only six 
miles west of Kovno, on the left 

bank of the Niemen. 

Preparations are under way for the 
possible evacuation of the fortreas.

ARTICLE IN BERLIN PAPERS 
ACCUSES PRESIDENT WILSON 
OF BAD FAITH IN LAST NOTE 


Declares That British Merchantmen Are Franc- 
tireurs of the Sea and That U. S. De- 
liberately Ignored That Fact. 


— —

Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 11.—The Times pub- 
lishes a dispatch from Berlin which 
says that all or this morning’s newspa- 
pers in Berlin print an identical article 
which, while affording no clew to its 
rea: origin, gains ‘significance from the 
argument made. This is that British 
merchantmen are really franc tireurs 
(snipers) at sea. Particularly significant 
iz the insinuation in the last paragraph 
that President Wilson did not act in 
good faith in framing the latest Ameri- 
can note to Germany on the sinking of 
the Lusitania. The article reads: 

“The main argument in the United 
States notes is the maintenance of the 
alleged fundamental anc unchangeable 
rights of neutrals. The Government of 
the United States ‘cannot admit that 
the fundamental rights of its citizens 
can be surrendered merely because of a 
change in conditions,’ the Government 
thereby declaring that it is its inten- 
tion to stand on the greund of reality; 
but the Government of the United 
States—either from obstinate contrari- 
ness or obvious partisanship—is going on 
the theory that it has rot as yet been 
able to take into consideration the new 
form which naval warfare has taken 
and which, therefore, is to be consid- 
ered as not applying. 

“Merchant Ship” and Trade War. 

“Germany acknowledges in greatest 
measure in its naval war the same 
fundamental principles of justice and 
humanity as the United States, but the 
latter wrongly applies these funda- 
mental principles to totally new condi- 
tions and seeks to make the German 
Government commit itself to abide by 
the same conclusions resulting from 
1 principles for the new forms of 
rade war as the United States has 
drawn. In particular, the remarks 
about trade war and the use of tho 
word ‘merchant ship’ in the note must 
cause strong resentment. 

“The United States itself, at the be- 
ginning of the war, had a feeling that 
the line between the merchant ship and 
the warship was not to be sharply 
drawn in view of England's favorite 
mode of warfare. This realization 
found clear expression in the State De- 
partment’s order of Sept. 2, laying 
down the rule that merchantmen of 
belligerent countries could leave Amer- 
ican ports if armed with guns and sup- 
plied with ammunition exclusively for 
self-defense. (The conditions for proo: 
that the armament was not to serve for 
offense, but purely for defense, wero, 
to be sure, very vaguely set forth in 
the order.) 

‘Merchantmen-Warship Confusion. 

“In the same sense was the doclara- 
tion of Lord Cecil in the House of 
Commons, that the same principle, the 
armament of merchantmen for self-de- 
fense, was .niversally accepteds While, 
therefore, the notion of armed mer- 
chantmen was thoroughly familiar to 
the United States, which itself in a cer- 
tain way helped to bring it about through 
provoking the disappearance of the dif- 
ference between merchantmen and war- 
ships, the new note speaks only of 
merchantmen as if in the submarine 
wariare, after the English modes of 
procedure, there were any longer any 
difference to be drawn between mer- 
chantmen and warships. 

“In hostile England itself, if not by 
the neutral Government of the United 


States recognition to have resultant 


confusion of merchantmen and warships 
seeme already te have penetrated, as is 
shown by the following statement by the 
naval critic of the Daily Chronicle of 
July 6: 

„eit is the unpalatable truth that the 
difference between merchantmen and 
warships is passing. When Mr. Chureh- 
ili set up cannon on the sterns of cer- 
tain ships he took one step in that 
direction, but the German submarines

CEREBRO SPINAL MENINGITIS 


Dr. Richard Bull of Melhourne Says 
That Eucalyptus Will Destroy 
Germs of Disease. 

MELBOURNE, Australia, via London, 
Aug. 11.—The discovery of a specific 
for cerebro spinal meningitis was an- 
nounced today by Dr. Richard Bull, di- 
rector of the Bacteriological Laboratory 
of the University of Melbourne. Dr. Bull 
stated that eucalyptus would destroy the 
germ. 

The treatment of cerebro spinal menin- 
gitis has long presented a serious prob- 
lem for medical science. Up to a com- 
paratively short time ago, it may be 
said that there was no effective treat- 
ment for this disease, known popularly 
as spotted fever“ or the black death. 

The introduction of serum theraphy, 
however, offered hope of combating the 
disease successfully. In the epidemic in 
New York in 1906, the serum of Flexner 
and Jobling was used with striking suc- 
cess among young patients. The death 
rate where serum was employed fell to 
46.3 per cent, compared with 90 per cent 
without its use. 

The medical properties of the oil ob- 
tained from leaves of the eucalyptus 
tree have long been recognized.

of 182% Acceptance of the commission 
method makes an appeal to arbitration 
at The Hague unnecessary. 

Germany stipulated that payment was 
not to be rewarded as satisfaction for 
violation of American treaty richts, 
while the United States, it is under- 
stood, accepts, provided no treaty rights 
are waived. 

The United States claims that article 
13 of the treaty in question specifically 
protected the Frye from being sunk, 
although not protecting a contraband 
cargo. Germany, however, contends 
that the treaty only obligates her to 
pay damages.

American s Reply te to Austro-Hungarian 


The American note 9 the con- 
tention of the Austro-Hungarian Gov- 
ernment that the action of the United 
States in permitting the exportätion of 
munitions of war to enemies of the 
Germanic allies, “is not in consonance 
with the definition of neutrality,” was 
on its way today to Vienna. Ambassa- 
dor Penfield, to whom the note was dis- 
patched, probably will present it to the 
Austrian Government tomorrow. 

The communication is in reply to the 

Austro-Hungarian note of June N. The 
note, it was said, reaffirms the posi- 
tion of the United States that American 
exporters have a right, under interna- 
tional law to send war munitions to bel- 
ligerents able to purchase and receive 
them. 
The United States always has held 
that this is an unquestioned right un- 
der international law, and high officiais 
have pointed out that to prevent such 
shipments to one country because an- 
other was not in a position to receive 
them would in itself be a violation of 
neutrality. Precedents also have been 
recalled where in previous wars Ger- 
many and Austria imported arms ex- 
tensively. 

The Austro-Hungarian note, handed 
to Ambassador Penfield June 2 was a 
lengthy document setting forth the 
views of that Government and suggest- 
ing that the United States might re- 
dress the state of things complained of 
by informing the enemies of Austria- 
Hungary that the supply of foodstuffs 
and war material to them would be sus- 
pended unless legitimate trade in these 
articles between Americans and neutral 
countries was permitted. 

According to Berlin dispatches this 
complaint was sent after a conference 
between the Austro-Hungarian and Ger- 
man foreign offices. Similar notes, it 
was said, soon would be sent to the 
United States by Germany and Turkey.

SOLDIERS AND

Total of 18 Have: Been Killed in 
Clashes With Bandits on 
Texas Border. 


BROWNSVILLE, Tex., Aug. 14.—Forty 
or fifty Mexicans were in a running 
fight this afternoon about 12 miles from | 
Harlingen with a detachment of. soldiers 
reinforced by a citizens’ posse. These 


same Mexicans were seen earlier in 
the day trotting their horses westward 
toward Mercedes. There were then about 
40 of them. 

Rangers today captured in Hidalgo 
County, west of here, a flag bearing the 
words in Spanish: Army of Liberation 
for Mexicans in Texas.“ 

Cavalrymen, armed citizens and farm- 
ers searching the brush south of Mer- 
cedes, Tex., for a band of mounted 
armed Mexicans who were seen in that 
section’ yesterday. They left a trail of 
fences as they rode 
through the big pastures between Mer 
cedes and the Mexican border. Mer- 
cedes is. about 20 miles north of the 
border and is about 40 miles northwest 
of Brownsville. 

There were unverified reports today

The United States trooper, whose iden- 
tity is not yet known here, who was 
killed last night near Mercedes,. was 
one of three cavalrymen patroling a 
road. Eight Mexicans opened fire upon 
the troopers from cover of a cornfield. 
The Mexicans all escaped in the dark- 
ness. 

The dead in the raids in this vicinity 
total 18, two soldiers, two American 
citizens and 14 Mexicans.

Troops to Be Hel din Readiness 
for Border Protection, 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 11.—In accord- 
ance with Secretary Lansing's an- 
nouncement yesterday that it might be 
necessary to strengthen the forces on 
the border because of brigandage, or- 
ders probably will go out soon to army 
posts to hold troops in readiness if not 

actually to move them. ‘ 

Secretary Garrison returned today 
and conferred with his staff on the sub- 
ject. 

“The conditions on the border,” said 
he, “have nothing whatever to do with 
tlie fighting in Mexico and have no po- 
litical significance. Lawless people are 
using this time of excitement for an op- 
portunity. to plunder and steal and we 
are not sure that all the law breakers 
are Mexicans. Some of them, we know 
are not.” 

Under Major-General Funston’s com- 
mand on the border are nine regiments 
of cavalry, six and one-half regiments 
of infantry and two full regiments of 
field artiller}, in all about 14.000 troops. 
At other posts in continental United 
States are about 12,000 more mobile 
troops. It was being suggested today 
that if the need of troops became im- 
perative it might be necessary to use 
some national guardsmen. 

Reports have reached here that more 
than 100 Carranza trops from ine 
command of Gen. Navarette in the State 
of Tamaulipas have moved over into 
Texas in the territory surrounding 
Brownsville and have scattered into 
bands to rally Mexicans in the State 
with the announced purpose of begin- 
ning an uprising.

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CIVIL SERVICE LIST 
WAS MANIPULATED 


Girl in Line for Job Persuaded 
to Resign to Clear Way 
for Another. 


A civil service investigation into 
charges made by Miss Maud E. Wright 
of 1103 Montgomery street has shown 
how Postmaster Selph’s private secre- 
gary. Miss Emily Oster, induced three 
girls to resign from a civil service lst 
of eligible clerks to permit Selph to ap- 
point Mise Mary McMahon, who has 
been, his stenographer in political mat- 
ters, to a position as Postoffice clerk. 
In this position she works principally as 
the Postmaster’s stenographer. 

Miss Wright received a letter yester- 
day from Charles Hendricks, secretarv 
of the Civil Service Commission, noti- 
fying her that she has been reinstated 
on the eligible list, from which she was 
persuaded to resign by Miss Emily Os- 
ter, private secretary to the Postmaster. 
Miss Oster, on account of assistance 
given by her, as a member of the local 
Board of Civil Service Examiners. to 
Postmaster Seiph in jockeying the list, 
has been removed from the examining 
board. 

How the Way Was Cleared. 

Miss Oster's assistance, the investi- 
gation disclosed, consisted in present- 
ing matters in such a light to Miss 
Wright and two other young women 
who stood higher on the eligible list 
than did Miss McMahon, that they 
were induced to resign from the list. 
This cleared the way for the appoint- 
ment of Miss McMahon, and she was 
appointed. . 

The conclusion of the Civil Service 
Commission was that Postmaster Selph 
erred in appointing a stenographer from 
the clerks’ register instead of the sten- 
ographers’ register, and that Miss Os- 
ter was in fault in not, as a member 
of the Examining Board, advising the 
Postmaster to apply to the stenogra- 
phers’ register, and in not giving cor- 
rect information to the three young 
women who resigned from the postof- 
fice clerks’ list. 

Miss Wright took the examination 
for postoffice clerk in the latter part 
of 1913 and. was notified on Jan. 6, 
1914, that she stood eighth on the list.

Resignation a “Matter of Form.” 

Miss Oster, Miss Wright says, per- 
suaded her to resign from the eligible 
list, telling her it was only a matter 
of form, and that she would be rein- 
stated Aug. 1. Miss Wright agreed 
and the resignation was dictated by 
Miss Oster. The reason stated was 
that Miss Wright had other employ- 
ment. 

Miss Wright wrote to Miss Oster 
Aug. 1 and received no reply. She 
complained to Secretary Hendricks. 
The next day she was reinstated on 
the orders of the Assistant Post- 
master-General, pending an investi- 
gation, which Secretary Hendricks 
was directed to make. Her rein- 
statement has now been confirmed 
by the order of the Civil Service Com- 
mission. 

Secretary Hendricks does not ex- 
press disapproval of Postmaster 
Selph’s course in the matter. “Post- 
master Selph,” he said, “wanted a 
stenographer. He had in view a girl 
who had “worked for him before he 
became Postmaster. She was on the 
eligibility list, but there were three 
ahead of her. 

“No Personal Favoritism.” 

“He got these three to resign. That 
cleared the way for the appointment 
of the girl who had worked for him. It 
was charged that there was politics and 
personal favoritism in the appointment. 
The investigation did not bear out the 
charges. Where Postmaster Selph made | 
a mistake was in taking a stenographer 
from the pestoffice clerks’ register. He 
should have applied to the stenograph- 
ers' register.“ 

Miss Wright's father, Joseph F. 
Wright, was dismissed from the city 
distribution department of the postof- 
fice a few weeks after the charges were 
filed by Miss Wright. He had been in 
the service 25 years. Charges were filed 
against him Sept. 1 He was alleged 
te have used improper language in the 
hearing of women employes during the 
preceding three vears. 

Postmaster Selph is out of town and 
his version could not be obtained.

Daily Face Armies Single-Handed, Related by 
American Correspondent Who Spent 10 Months 
at the Front as an Enlisted British Trooper.

NDIVIDUALISM doesn't count for 
itch in this war between millions. 
a In sain, a man may be said to 


be no longer a man. He becomes a 


mere unit, tagged and numbered for iden- 


tification, a flesh and blood cog in the 
grea. machine. The less he thinks, the 
better Obedience and courage are all 
that are expected of him. Individ- 
ual thinking is dangerous. Any soldier 
in the frenches who permits himself to 
think is almost certain to lessen his 
value as a soldier. The officers, com- 


miss'orned and noncommissioned, are pre- 


sumed to do all the thinking necessary. 

But there are two kinds of work in 
this modern warfare that call for indi- 
vidual resource and initiative, and so 
far as I have been able to discover in 
seven months’ service at the front, these 
two kinds only—dispatch riding ani 


‘gharpshooting. In these activities enlist- 


ed inen are employed and, after recéiv- 
ing order, are left to their own devices. 
Deprived of the sustaining moral in- 
fluence of being one of a group, the 
“‘bikers’’ and ‘“‘snipers’’ are put to as 
fine a test cf nerve and ingenuity as 
modern warfare affords. 


There are at least 2000 dispatch riders 
with the British expeditionary force. 
A year ago the bulk of these youns 
chaps were employed in the clerical and 
mechanical arts of peace. On Sundays 
and holidays they could be seen pul- 
put-ting’’ about the country roads of old 
England on their motor bikes, usually 
with some lassie clinging on behind, Fur 
the past year they have been eating 
up the miles along the highways an! 
byways of Northern France, unham- 
pered by speed laws. The lagsies no 
longer ride behind, and the way is often 
perilously besprinkled with shrapnel and 
rifle fire. 


No Romance About His Methods. 
HE old-time dispatch rider and 
z his foaming steed are no more. 
Instead of a sweating, panting 
horse and dusty rider reining up before 
headquarters with important dispatches. 
there comes a rhythmic purr far up the 
dusty road, swelling to sharp-volley de- 
tonations from twin-cylinder gas cham- 
bers. A motor-bike tears up at 0 miles 
an hour and slides to a sudden stop. Th» 
rider, in tan leather coat, military cap, 
goggles, oil-spattered breeches and 
leather leggings, doesn’t stagger up t 
his General and gasp out the time-hon- 
ored, I have the honor to report that 
Gen. Blank has taken the fortress, and 
then drop dead or faint.

The sniper is of a different mold at- 
together. His first qualification is, of 
course, marksmanship of more than or-. 
dinary caliber. He must be able not 
only to hit anything he can see at point- 
blank range, but so skilled as to be able 
to pick out with field glasses a man 
a mile distant, adjust the sights of his 
Lee-Enfield and put that distant speck 
of humanity out of commission inside 
of three or four shots. Further than 
that, he must be of the stuff that can 
stand being potted at, hour after hour, 
all day long; that can hear the vicious 
whine of distant sniper’s bullet 
seeking him out in his hiding place, each 
bullet bugzing by a little nearer his ear, 
and not quit. 

How Sniperg Conceal Themselves. 

HE sniper takes a position usually 
somewhere back of the trencnes, 
In any spot that looks 
like a good bit of cover. At va- 
rious times it is a ruined farmhouse, a 
stone-rimmed well, a clump of bushes, 
a rock or a tree. His first efforts are 
directed at making himself as nearly in- 
visible as possible te the powerful lerises 
of hostile field glasses and telescopes. 
Then he tries to locate the German 
snipers, whose periodical shots have 
been annoying him or the men in the 
trenches near to hand. 
All sorts of tricks and wiles are prac- 
ticed by these solitary marksmen on 
both sides. A Scotch sharpshooter told 
me recently of an experience he had— 
a sort of day-long duel with a German 
expert.

Neutrals of 
Freedom of Seas 


How the War Is Robbing 


“Old Rights 
Made a Mockeru 


By STERLING E. EDMUNDS, 
Lecturer on International Law, 
Louts University Law School. 
The close of the first year of the 
great war finds in operation many un- 
usual applications of the laws of war, 
which presage ultimate modifications 


of the rules of international law. Some 
doctrines supposedly fixed in the law 
through long acceptance have been 
set aside; proposals founded in the 
humanizing tendencies of the last half 
century and acted upon often enough 
to give them standing have been ig | 
nored, and new practices have en 
up wholly antagonistic to the hopes 
of modern civilization. 

All wars. have had their influence 
upon the development of international 
law, the degree of influence bearing 
some ratio to the power of the bellig- 
erent states engaged. It is inevitable, 
therefore, that a war of the magni- 
tude of that now devastating Eu- 
rope should produce almost revolu- 
tionary departure from previously es- 
tablished practice. Such changes In 
or departure from the law as it ex- 
isted before will be seen to have fol- 
lowed the vigorous use of power by 
belligerents in those fields where they 
possess relative superiority. For ex- 
ample, the innovation in the practices 
of maritime warfare have come, in 
the main, from British action, while 
those as to land operations are of 
German origin. 


Days-of-Grace Rule First to Go. 

The war had hardly opened before 
the magnanimous days-of-grace rule 
wenteinto the discard. This rule gave 
immunity from eapture to the merchant 
shops of one belligerent found in the 
ports of the other or on the high seas at 
the outbreak of war, and under Kk they 
were given safe conduct to their near- 
est home ports. It had its origin in 
the Crimean war and had been practiced 
in the Franco-German, Spanish-Amer- 
ican and Russo-Japanese wars. It was, 
therefore, ‘considered established. But 
the present war finds a reversion to the 
old law of seqrestration of such vessels. 

Almost simultaneously the rule of 
much longer standing as to the immuni- 
ties of damiciled alien enemies was over- 
turned. For a hundred years it had 
been the practice to allow a large de- 
gree of personal iiberty and protection 
to enemy persons domiciled in the 
country of the opposing belligerent. In 
fact, in the Anglo-Américan view, bel- 
ligerent domicile made of such persons 
enemies of the state of their allegiance. 

For example, a British subject domi- 
ciled in Germany is in respect of his 
property at least, an enemy of Great 
Britain. Modern publicists have cited 
the arrest by Napoleon in 1803 of thou- 
sands of Englishmen in France as his- 
tory’s last instance of the wholesale 
abuse of the rrivilege of domiciled ene- 
mies. Yet with the beginning of the 
present war tens of thousands of the 
subjects of the belligerent states were 
forced into detention camps in the ene- 
my countries and subjected to rigid disy 
cipline as prisoners. 

This appears plainly to violate the 
humane rule that combatants alone may 
be made prisoners of war, yet there is 
a mitigating conditMn in the fact that 
many of the prisoners are enemy sub- 
jects of military age who, under the 
system of compulsory military service, 
are reserve soldiers. And states are 
recognized as having the right to pre- 
vent this class of rersons from joining 
the armed forces of the enemy. If the 
rights of domiciled alien enemies are to 
disappear, it will be because of the in- 
stitution of universal military service. 

Rule as to Noncombatants, 

This war has gone far to obliterate 
the humane distinction between com- 
batant and noncombatant developed 
by slow stages with the advance of 
civilization, and ir some fields we 
have seen a recrudescence to the in- 
discriminate mistreatment of both 
which characterized the Middle Ages. 

This has been particularly true in 
the early operations in Belgium and 
northern France. The rule relating 
to noncombatants when in the power 

an invader, insures them protec- 
tion in their lives, their family honor 
and religion and in their private prop- 
erty to a large extent. Their prop- 
erty may suffer diminution through 
contributions levted in the form of 
taxes for the support of the civil and 
military administrations, it may 
destroyed as an incident to military 
operations or for strategic reasons, 
but it may not be otherwise taken 
which the whole community may be 
levied as punishment, but only for 
acts of resistance or defiance for 
which the whole community may he 
said to be collectively responsible. 

The conduct of the Germans in Bel- 
gium has grossly violated all of these 
conceptions of their duty. 

In the actual operations on land 
there has been a return to the use of 
u long-prohibited means of warfare, 
namely, poison, in the form ot gas. 
This is not only a violation of express 
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written law, but contrary to the con- 
ceptions of honorable conduct com- 
ing down to us from antiquity. The 
prospect that Great Britain and her 
allies may resort to it to equalize ad- 
vantages, gives to its use no little 
force as a precedent. 
Law of Aerial Space. 

A new branch of law has come into 
being through the use of the aero- 
plane, namely the law of aerial space. 
Heretofore, states had no occasion to 
exercise jurisdiction except upon 
land and within their territorial 
waters. But the aeroplane has ex- 
tended it practically to the air which 
is conceived to be susceptible of sov- 
ereign regulation as fully as land and 
water. 

A neutral state, therefore, owes 
the duty to see that its aerial space 
is not used by one belligerent to the 
disadvantage of the other, and a hos- 
tile aeroplane traversing such space 
is violating its own duty fo keep 
outside neutral territory. If aircraft 
descend upon neutral soil it is in- 
terned, with its occupants, as would 
be soldiers getting upon neutral soil. 
The aeroplane, used to a greater ex- 
tent in land than in naval warfare, 
is being regulated according to the 
laws applicable to the former, when 
venturing within neutral jurisdiction, 
If the naval law were applied the 
aeroplane would be conceded such 
rights of visit and taking on fuel and 
supplies as are accorded war vessels. 
However, the rules being enforced 
appear the logical ones. 

Attack Upon Freedom of Seas. 

One of the most flagrant invasions of 
the rights of neutrals that the war has 
produced has followed the attack upon 
the principle of the free sea by Great 
Britain and Germany. The conception 
that all waters outside the three miles 
of territorial sea of States is the com- 
mon and indivisible property of all 
States dates from very ancient times 
and is confirmed in the Roman law. 
There was a period during the Middle 
Ages when the principle lapsed and 
Spain appropriated the whole of the Pa- 
cific Ocean and the southern half of the 
Atlantic, England claiming the narrow 
seas, the North Sea and the Atlantic 
from Cape Finisterre in Spain to Stad- 
land in Norway, while Sweden and Den- 
mark asserted proprietorship over the 
Baltic and Arctic. 

These claims grew out of the suppres- 


where their sea-borne commerce was 
greatest. However, they have long since 
passed into the romance of history and 
the oriental view of the high seas as for 
the common benefit to all has become a 
evherished heritage. 


Belligerents may fight their naval 
battles upon these waters, (—) their 
theaters of action being casual and 
transitory, (—) without infringing 
the principle; they may blockade 
each others coasts for a reasonable 
distance beyond the territorial limits, 
but no further restriction of the free- 
dom of navigation as against neutrals 
yis conceivable without doing violence 
to their rights. 

Yet Great Britain and Germany 
have not only attempted to close by 
mere proclamation large areas of the 
North and Irish seas, but have strewn 
mines in such seas 80 as to render 
navigation highly dangerous. If the 
high seas can be thus closed against 
neutrals during war for the benefit of 
belligerents it is not a far step to 
their appropriation in time of peace 
and a return to the doctrine of Mare 
Clausum of the Middle Ages. 

Commerce of Neutrals. 

As an ancillary right to the freedom 
of the seas, neutrals are confirmed in 
the unrestricted freedom of commerce 
with neutrals, subject to no molesta- 
tion on the part of belligerents. This 
is a rule of British origin and for the 
upholding of which no other state has 
contended more firmly. Trade between 
a neutral and belligerent is likewise free 
save in articles adapted to warlike use 
and save to blackade ports. 


Yet Great Britain, reversing the stand 
of formér days, is assuming not only to 
suppress all trade between neutrals and 
her enemies, but between neutrals and 
neutrals when there is any chance of 
imports reaching her enemies througn 
resale. She has abolished all distinc 
tion between absolute and conditional 
contraband, she, has placed upon all 
neutral ships the burden of proving that 
their cargoes will not reach her ene- 
mies, where it was previously upon the 
captor, and she has compelled the Neth- 
erlands, Norway, Sweden and Denmark 
to enact laws forbidding the re-exporta- 
tion of imported goods.

CANS ON EXHIBIT 


Snuff Box, Fencing Foil and Sil- 
ver Ware Shown at City 
Hall. 


An exhibit of valuable articles that 
have been recovered from garbage cans 
in the city within the last year, includes 
a French fencing foil, an antique sneff 
box and 50 or more solid silver spoons, 
each engraved with some monogram of 
the owner. The collection is on display 
at the city hall in the offices of Charles 
Laxton. superintendent of the city garb- 
age collection. 

Practically all of the articles were 


found at the Chouteau avenue dump. 
Laxton ordered the collectors to send 
such things to his office, with the un- 
derstanding that “finders are keepers” 
so far as money is concerned. Fre- 
quentiy, it is said, $1 and $5 pills, to- 
gether with numerous coins are found, 
and occasionally à $10 bill finds its way 
into the hands f a negro garbage man. 

Recovered articles are carefully 
cleaned. Those which uppear io have 
no considerable value, such as plated 
tableware, are thrown away or given 
to the finders. The others are to be 
held in Laxton’s office until claimed by 
the owners. 

Laxton thinks the snuff box may be 
the most valuable thing in his collec- 
tion. It is of wood, bound with silver, 
and seéms to be very old. On the lid 
is a picture of a man driving a pair 
of buffaloes to a plow, with the French 
words, La Bisontine’’ under it. The 
superintendent is of the opinion that it 
is an heirloom. 

The foil has been broken at the end 
of the blade, but is still of sufficient 
length to cause the collectors to won- 
der how it could have got into a can. 

Chester E. Burg, secretary of the De- 
partment of Streets and Sewers, is 
making a catalogue of the spoons. Some 
of them are souvenir spoons from vari- 
ous expositions. One, made in the form 
of a rifle, is apparently from Fort Lea- 
venworth, Kan.

It is inconceivahle that such practices 
can be allowed to stand. In effect, 
they are an assertion of the right of a 
belligerent to stop the commerce of the 
neutral world if it is thought to con- 
tribute to his success; it magnifies the 
belligerent position to intolerable de- 
gree and dwarfs the position of neutrals 
into insignificance. 


Submarine Problems. 

The submarine has caused by far 
the most dramatic problem of the 
war. In the previous brief history 
of the submarine it was conceived to 
be an engine of destruction whose 
greatest usefulnes was against above- 
water warships. The nature of its 
contruction, its lack of speed and the 
recognized laws of naval warfare 
with respect to merchant ships im- 
posed zuch limitations as were 
thought to confine its use to strictly 
naval operations. From time out of 
mind unarmed and unoffending mer- 
chant ships have been held free from 
deliberate attack, not only from the 
claim of honor that their defenseless- 
ness created, but, also, to fulfill the 
law of noncombatant immunity. . 

But these limitations have not been 
strong enough to restrain the use of 
submarines by Germany as commerco 
destréyers. As a result the law of 
nencombatant immunity has been 
ruthlessly trampled upon, as have the 
laws of visit and seareh, which have 
meant so much in the protection of 
neutral vessels. That the submarine 
will ultimately be confirmed in a 
wider latitude of auction than 
above-water craft possessed, is quite 
probable, but it is extremely doubt- 
ful that the world will sanction its 
use in any way that runs counter to 
the principle that unarmed civilians 
must be protected in their lives. For 
this principle is an earnest of our 
civilization which cannot be aban- 
doned without a confession that our 
so-called modern progress is a delu- 
sion and a mockery. 

There is one other important retro- 
gression that has been incident to the 
German submarine warfare and that in- 
volves a special class of persons who, 
during the last hundred years, have 
come to have an immune status. These 
are the fisher Pik engaged in coast 
fishing. Their vessels Rave not been 
liable to capture nor they themselves 
to injury or molestation. Yet the sub- 
marines havé not spared them or their 
vessels, but have taken a frightful toll 
of death and destruction among them on 
the English Coasts. 

In the changing practices of war, bel- 
ligerents are even seeking to enlarge 
their rights at the expense of neutrals 
and it becomes the serious duty of the 
latter not only to hold firmly to what 
they have won, but, where possible, to 
augment the lasting rights of peace at 
the expense of the emporary rights of 
war. For peace is the normal condition 
of society. Never before have neutrale 
been compelled to confront more deter. 
mined aggression and never has the 
United States, as the most powerful 
neutral, more weighty obligations in the 
work of combating these encroach- 
ments.

The St. Louis Police Department, with 
more than 140 policemen and détect- 
ives, and with a Bureau of Efficiency 
on the job and wtih a total expenditure 
of 2.

This fact is gleaned from statistical 
tables which appear in the annual re- 
port of the Police Department for the 
last fiscal year, which was published in 
pamphlet form this morning.

to the census of 1920 saying we are 
still the fourth city, and I say it will 
seriously reflect upon you if we don’t be- 
cause of your failure to ggree upon a 
wise plan of annexation.”’ 

The meeting was held under the aus- 
pices of the Fourth Ward Improvement 
Association of Webster Groves. The 
territory in the ward was annexed to 
Webster Groves against the will of the 
residents, and for this reason many of 
the residents now favor annexation to 
St. Louis. 

Herman Schwartz presided, and Judge 
Muench was the first speaker. He said 
that it is inevitable that large cities 
will continue to grow and increase in 
influence. 

He said that suburban jealousy of 
large cities is to be regretted and that 
it has been a mistake on the part of 
country members of the Legislature to 
place upon Missouri cities, notably St. 
Louis, burdens they should not bear. 
He said annexation is a matter of self 
interest. About 90 per cent of the resi- 
dents of the territory which St. Louis 
proposes to annex draw their living from 
the city, he said,-and they should realize 
that their interest is bound up in that 
cf the city. 

J. R. Bettis Opposes Annexation. 
J. R. Bettis of Webster Groves, spoke 
in opposition to annexation. He admit- 
ted that St. Louis has a cheaper gas 
rate and cheaper clectric light rate, put 
he said the telephone rate is higher. 
He said suburban residents read of 
Kraft in the St. Louis School Board and 
that there is no graft in Webster Groves. 
He declared that the exhibition given by 
St. Louis Aldermen during the last six 
months was enough to make any suburb 
oppose annexation. He did not go into

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THE PLATTSBURG CAMP. 

Twelve hundred men engaged in business and 
professional pursuits have gathered at Plattsburg, 
N. Y., to go into camp for a month’s military 
training. This experiment in military training 
for citizens is interesting. It is the initial result 
of a wide sentiment in favor of creating a large 
corps of citizen soldiery for national defense. It 
gives promise of large benefits.to the men who 
engage in the work and for the defense of the 
nation. a 

The month will not be devoted to play. The 
camp will be under the command and direction 
of regular army officers, who will forget personal 
and official distinctions and will put the vol- 
unteers through their paces just as if they were 
raw recruits in the army. The Mayor of New 
Vork City, who is in the camp, must doff official 
authority and submit to orders. 

The volunteers will be given setting up exer- 
cises, drills and training in the use of arms. They 
will make sanitary camps, dig trenches and en- 
gage in maneuvers. They will be trained to 
shoot. 

When these business and professional men come 
out of camp, after a month’s hard training, they 
will find themselves in greatly improved physical 
and mental condition. They will have upright 
bearing and elastic steps. They will know how 
to set up a sanitary camp to avoid disease-breed- 
ing conditions. They will know something about 
military tactics, drilling and the manual of arms. 
They will have the kindergarten knowledge, at 
least, of military service. 0 

Doubtless the volunteers will find the work 
pleasant. As a new and active occupation, it will 
have the effect of play and recreatidbn. If they 
continue it for the years in which they are fit 
for military service, the volunteers will never have 
to go to a santarium to regain health and strength, 
impaired by overwork in city offices or overplay 
The camp will make the recuperat- 
ing sanitarium unnecessary and will be far more 
agreeable. 

The Plattsburg camp is recruited from several 
citles—New York, Boston, Baltimore, Washington 


and Chicago. Why have one camp in New York? 
'|Why not have one for each city. 


The camp 
movement should spread over the country, not 
alone among city men, but among country men. 
Training in boy scout troops in youth and in 
military camps in manhood for all able-bodied 
males would make the United States a wonderful 
nation; it would take care of national defense 
and would develop a splendid type of man. With- 
in ten years the standard of American manhood 
in all the qualities that contribute to physical and 
mental efficiency would be vastly improved. 
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It our rains are, according to Father Brennan, 
due to explosions in the war zone, can it be that 
our low temperatures are due to the cold feet 
developed by certain of the belligerents? 
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UPHOLD THE EFFICIENCY SYSTEM. 
The plea that the new Wiring Inspection Bureau 
shall be organized with temporary appointees cf 
uncertified men can be only an attempt to evade 
the requirements of the efficiency system. While 
there is not time before the new law takes effect 
on Aug. 21 to hold examinations, there has been 
ample opportunity during the six weeks permitted 
tu elapse since the law was passed. : 

No interest will be sacrificed if salary-drawing 
in the bureau does not begin promptly on Aug. 
21. The city, during its entire previous existence, 
has got along very comfortably without a Wiring 
Inspection Bureau. No particularly injurious con- 
sequences will result if it does not have one until 
Sept. 21 or Oct. 21, provided it takes that long to 
conduct the examinations and organize in ac- 
cordance with the strict efficiency requirements.. 
Chairman Thomas H. Rogers is doing public 
service in resisting the plausible plan of Public 
Utilities Director Hooke. To start the efficiency 
system with an excess of zeal resulting perhaps 
in minor mistakes is much better than to start 
with complacent laxity. The criticism is confined 
chiefly to spoilsmen.

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ENGLAND'S MOSQUITO FLEET. 

England’s tentative solution for its very seri- 
ous submarine problem will be swarms of speedy 
motor boats, each armed with a rapid-firer. They 
will be able to travel two or three miles in the 
few moments a submarine occupies in prepara- 
tions for submerging.

At the end of the sixth round of the 
boxing bout between John Kern and Leo 
Kelly at the Future City Athletic Club 
last night I was called to Kern’s cor- 
ner and the boxer informed me that he 
had hurt his right elbow and was unable 
to continue. That ended the bout. 

Dr. Walker, the club physician, made 


an examination of Kern's arm and then 
stated that, while there might be a 
bruised bone, there was no indication of 
fracture or dislocation. 

Up to the time Kern elected to retire 
Kelly had the better of the bout, out- 
boxing, but not out-hitting, his oppo- 
nent. It was a slugging contest and 
Kern did nothing else, put Kelly de- 
viated now and then to push in some 
comparatively light jabs and punches. 
The latter worried Kern a whole lot 
and frequently worked him off balance, 
giving Kelly an 8 to come 
over with nard right crosses to the jaw. 

Kern exerted all his tremendous 
strength in hooking and swinging his 
hands to the face and body. Some of 
these blows landed with telling effect, 
but Kelly assimilated his punishment 
well and was never in danger. 


Kelly Hits Faster. 


Kelly was not averse to slugging and 
generally had the better of the extended 
exchanges because he is a faster nittor 
than Kern and placed his blows with 
more precision. 

There was no boxing science displayed 
in the bout, but Kelly did some clever 
work in nullifying the effects of Kern's 
heaviest bombardment by moving in so 
lose that Kern’s swings landed before 
they had traveled far enough to gather 
much force. 

Kern did manage to land some hard 
swings at arm's length before Kelly 
had time to e in, and a number 
of these landed on Kelly's jaws. But 
not enough of them landed to cause 
much of a e to the Irish- 
man’s nerve centers.

STOCK TRADERS 


REALIZE ON THE |2 
RATE DECISION}: 


Market Reflects Considerable 
Selling After a Firm Spell 
at the Opening. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Aug. 11.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial re- 

view today, says 

The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion’s decision in the Western rate case 
was the governing influence in the 
stock market today. Before the de- 
tails of the decision were announced 
the market ruled very strong, with 
sharp advances in most of the railroad 
shares. Then there was a period of 
hesitation, and on the news that the 
commission had declined to give the 
roads as much as they asked for there 
was general selling which led to im- 
portant recessions. 

“This movement was perfectly nat- 
ural, in view of the gains in the mar- 
kets of Monday and Tuesday. Some is- 
sues held notably strong, but the mar- 
ket in general showed a good deal of 
unsettlement in the later trading, a 
feature being the heavy liquidation in 
some of the so-called ‘war stocks.’ 

“The selling cf Crucible Steel, which 
was the weak feature of the ‘day, 
caused much concern. After the reac- 
tion there were frequent rallies, but the 
market moved erratically much of the 
time. Industrial stocks were less ac- 
tive. but prices declined with the rail- 
road issues when the selling move- 
ment was at its height. 


Canadian Gold Arrives. 


“The other development which at- 
tracted most attention was the arri- 
val of the gold shipped here from 
London by way of Halifax. The po- 
lice arrangements to guard the 30 
truck loads said to contain $19,400,- 
000 of the metal, as it was being 
turned over to the Subtreasury, were 
sighty spectacular. 

‘The inflow of this gold at a time 
when the banks are finding it diffi- 
cult to employ profitably their idle 
funds in Wall street loans, led to 
interesting discussion as to what ef- 
fect the operation was likely to have 
upon the money market. 

Rates for money were not 
changed, but the developments in the 
foreign exchange market were again 
sensational. New low records were 
made for sterling, which declined to 
4.745%, a recession from yesterday of 
5 cent, while francs sold as low as 
5.81144, compared with 5.78% yester- 
day. 

“These changes were all the more 
remarkable, in view of the heavy 
selling of American securities by for- 
eign holders. The liquidation was 
most pronounced in the railroad 
shares, and reflected the disappoint- 
ment of the London speculator at the 
limited extent of the freight rate 
advance. 

“Just what influence the arrival of 
this large shipment of gold, together 
with the arrangements to make large 
advances upon the security of the 
collateral sent from London will have 
on the exchange market will depend 
Bi tne chonte upon the extent to which 

he creaton of the resultant credits 
have been anticipated. The weakness 
of the exchange market, in the face 
of all that has happened to strength- 
en sterling rates, is perhaps the most 
interesting feature of the situation. 

Exchange Market Weak. 


“At the low price quoted for francs 
today, the market for French exchange 
was on a basis where one dollar would 
almost purchase six francs.
